What is claimed is 


A medication dispensing card adapted for 


carrying a medication, ''said medication /dispensing card 
comprising : 

a card-lTke ^ase formed of a^iieJ:,4t.i'^^ly rigid 
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material; 

a surface on said base for cor^taining a medication 
thereon and which is capable of b^eing soluably removable 
by a user upon contact with a p9xtion of the user's 
mouth; and 

a removable cover disposefci over said medication, said 
CO ve?N^ removable by a user to/enable the user to engage 
the iTvfedication 

2. The medication di/spensing card according to 
claim 1, wherein said med^p-cation is in powde^r form and 
includes a binding agent/ 

3- The medicatiory dispensing card according to 
claim 1, wherein said medication is in powder form and 
inci'u'Ses 3. gelling suDstance for retaining said 
medication on said surface 

4. The medication dispensing card according to 
claim^^, ^ wherein saLd base includes a shallow recess and 
said surface is located within said recess, said 
medication being a/pplied to said surface 

5. A personal medication dispensing card having a 
size^and shape similar to those of a credit _card and 
adapted for carrfying a personal medication with an 
individual, saip personal medication dispensing card 
comprising : 
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6 a card-like base having a size and shape s/milar to a 

7 credit card and being formed of a relatively ;rigid 

8 material, said base having a surface; 

9 (Tja medication^ applied to said surface o/ said base;

11 a removable cover disposed over said/ medication and

18. The personal medication dispensing card 
according to claim 13, wherein saidr cover lies 
substantially flat on said surface/ of said base. 

19. The personal medicatioiy dispensing card 
ording to claim wherein ysaid cover is of a pliable 

terial disposed on said base/ in overlying relation with 
aid recess, said cover being/adapted to be peeled back 
from said recess. / 

20. The personal medication dispensing card 
according to claim 13, wherein said cover is adhesively 
sealed to said base"^a^out /the periphery of said recess . 

21. A method of dej./ medication, said method 
comprising the steps of/ 

^ac_ka qinc T.. the medycation in a medication dispensing 
card including / 

applying the medication to a surface of a base 
of the card; ano 

applying A removable cover to the base to 
enclose the medication on the base; and 
dispensj-ng the medication including 
at least partia]Ay removing the cover from the base to 
expose the medication to a user; and 
soluably removing the medication from the surface.
